Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is argued that Lovel does not teach or suggest 
the claimed limitations of claim 20. This argument is not convincing because Lovel teaches providing a carrier film (3) having a 
longitudinal dimension; providing a plurality of electrically conductive connection strands (conductive strip [2]), the electrically conductive 
connection strands (conductive strip [2]) being provided separately and independently from the carrier film (3); attaching the electrically 
conductive connection strands (conductive strip [2]) onto the carrier film (3) as stripes extending substantially in parallel over the carrier 
film (3), the electrically conductive connection strands (conductive strip [2]) being arranged on the carrier film (3) in a substantially single 
plane and extending in a planar direction over the entire longitudinal dimension of the canrier film (3). 
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
